Food Pact 
Withlndia 


WASHINGTON (API-President 


Eisenhower today signed a huge 
'food 
for peace" agreement to 


supply India with 17 millions Ions 
of surplus grain—t'hc largest deal 
of its kind in history. 


The- agreement calls for the 


United Slates to sell India .5117 
million bushels of wheat and 22 
million bags of rice during the 
next four years starting July I. 


India will pay the equivalent of 


$1,800,000,000 in rupees for 
the 


grain. Most of the money will be 
loaned back to India for its eco- 
nomic program. 


"We are fortunate in having this 


means of sharing our abundance,' 
Eisenhower said. 


"The food I'hat we make avail- 


able under our special programs 
jloday will be reflected ,in India's 
accelerated progress tomorrow," 
he said. 


"This is what, wo mean by 'food 


for peace.' " 


Under the agreement, India for 


the first time will be able to ac- 
cumulate a reserve stock of four 
million tons of wheat and a mil- 
lion tons of rice by ISM for emer- 
gency use.
